ARRESTS MAY BE MADE TODAY 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 7. ““Deft- | p 
inite clues have been found in the 
mysterious murder of Mrs. Sarah 
Satire Coburn, anda they-~ point 
stronger and stronger toward one 
man. We know where that man 
is.’ 

This was the statement today of 
District Attorney Franklin A. Swart 
of San Mateo county, directing the 
investigation of the strange slaying 
of the WAGs of Loren (Coburn, 
Pescadero’s ‘‘poor little rich man.” 

Fearing to hinder the progress 
of his investigation, Swart declined 


‘to divulge the nature of his latest 


clues or the motive for the murder 
which he has accepted as a basis 
for his work. 

He intimated, however, that the 
long fight over the Coburn fortune 
might not be involved in the mur- 
der. 

Swart said: 

The further we go in our investt- 
gation of. the murder, the further 
away does the trial go from Wallace 
Coburn, the imbecile stepson, as 
the possible murderer. We have 
definite clues. What they are I 
cannot say at this time. These clues 
lead to one man. We know who 
and where he is. He is not under 
surveillance at this time. 

Swart said that Wallace ‘Coburn,

peat in ais mutterings the name of 
“Ryan’’ and the word “killing.” 

“It is useless to put much stock 
in these muttered words,” said 
Swart. “Wallace Coburn’s brain 
carries impressions of things that 
happened forty-five years ago. He 
seems to be clearer about the past 
than the present. We cannot: as- 
sociate the name of Ryan with any- 
thing now connected with the case.” 

The district attorney declared that 
Coburn’s repeated reference to a 
killing may be the result of recotl- 
lections in his disordered and half- 
witted brain of a murder mystery in 
Pescadero half a céntury ago at the 
height of a community feud over a 
wharf, during which there were 
many threats of lynching. 

What to do with Wallace Coburn 
still is an unsettled question. <A 
conference will be held in Redwood 
City ‘Monday between Sheriff Mi- 
chael ‘Sheehan and c.
